2. Applicant's arguments, see page 1 of Remarks, filed December 30, 2010, 
with respect to claims 54, 57, and 58 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive.

electronically tagged printed matter from said electronic tag; a display unit for 
displaying the modifiable attribute information read out by said second reading 
unit; a modifying unit for modifying the modifiable attribute information read 
out by said second reading unit; and a printing unit for printing image data 
read by said reading unit, based on the attribute information modified by said 
modifying unit."
